ficiency of Ihe postal service has been waning for a long lime 
and there \vonld have been much louder protest than there has 
been had not [he public been disposed to make allowance for 
war conditions.'

-possible to the annoyance and detriment arising from a mail 
service that was no where near up to the mark. Now thai Ihe 
war is over, they have a right to demand the service they pay 
for and are entitled to.*'.
